Affairs in Russia 


Up lo today evidently, t-he pease congress is undecided iu its mind 


•what ought to ho. done about Russia. 


The Russian situation is admittedly bad, worse in £;i<:i, tli'tm Amer- 


icans have .uny idea of; , 


;'• "Yesterday and today; the peace congress has been hearing the testi- 
mony of the lipsl authorities available, as to just what present'day con- 
ditions in the White Empire <tre. 
For instance, today the delWates 


heard absolutely impartial testimony on Russia pivon by Harold Seavo- 
niits. Danish minister l.o Russia. 
J[. Noulens. French amhassador to 


Russia, made a report. M. S.OFonofi', former secretary of Iliu Duma., was 
also heard. 
He urges that the congress admit delegates representing 


the Omsk government to it. 
The Omsk government is said to be the 


most, sane and stable government which has yet arisen in Russia. 


Having heard all these testimonies and having weighed all that has 


been said and suggested, the congress will be very busy deciding in 
what manner a unified action may lie, undertaken to deal with the very 
bad situation up there in Russia. 


THREE METHODS TO CHECK REDS 


Three methods have been suggested: 


(a) 
To establish a "quarantine" around Russia as 
it: 


Bolshevism was a disease to he excluded from the rest o£ the 
world. 


(b) 
To make an attempt to relieve conditions in I'Juro- 


pean Russia by means of such relief as many statesmen a I 
Versailles believe might remove the causes of Bolshevism. 


(c) 
To extend substantial armed aid to certain . forces 


within Russia which are known to be openly lighting- Bolshevism 
in the lield. 
The United States envoys are said to favor Ihe third method least j 


of all. It is understood the United States favors putting Bolshevism iu 
"quarantine" and one way of doing this would be to send armed forces 
to the north so as to "build a waJl oC bayonets" between Bolshevism 
and its continued spread to western Europe.
